and Measures 90 Caretak-

ers and 30 Musicians

All the guards at the Chester Ship-

building Company's plant, at Chester,
saw their tailor yesterday. Not that
they dropped everything to go to him.
Far from It.

The tailor called on them nt the ship-
yard at the company's request and ex-
pense. The meaning of which is that
the guards are to be uniformed. Like-
wise the Chester shipyard band. Tho
musicians couldn't bear the thought of
the guards getting nhead of them that
way. Ninety guards and thirty musi-
cians were measured, nnd It wns Borne
Job.

The men were called Into tho police
station one nt a time, and perspiration
rolled from the tailor for hours. The
suit builder wns ro busy he hnd to go
without lunch, ;ml some of the boys
ho measured had to swallow theirs In
a hurt or take their chances of being
without a uniform on Labor Day.

That Is tha time set for delivery of
the glad rags, and If nothing happens
these new clothes will show conspic-
uously in the celebration on that day.
